SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Danbury: 

Another year in our school work has come and gone, 
and we are again called upon to submit our annual report. 
In doing so we will say that we think the past year has 
been a success. 

Perfect schools are seldom seen, although we have ~ 
tried to make them as efficient as possible. 

A first class school is now and then found in the coun- 
try as well as in the city. Its pupils may have as keen 
minds, also possess noble qualities that go toward making 
forceful-men and women. Not all of our learned men 
and women were nurtured in the hot bed of the city life, 
but reared and educated in our small rural schools with 
their rugged surroundings. 

It has been our aim to procure good teachers and teach- 
ers that we knew had done good work. Of course it is 
not always possible to procure teachers with long experi- 
ence, and once in a while we are obliged to use a young 
teacher, and many times they have come up to our ex- 
pectations, and more. But the results of a school do not 
always rest with the teacher, There must be a hearty 
co- operation of teacher, pupils and parents to make it 
successful. 

A question of vital importance. 

One of the most serious problems of the school is that 
pupil, who, for one reason or another, has fallen behind 
children of his own age and has lost interest in his school 
work. Such children often learn with more than the 
-usual difficulty; sometimes not lacking in quickness of 
perception, they are often restless and mischievous, 
while in other cases backwardness is due to frequent ab- 
sence from school. Pupils who are absent for only a half 
day do not return to school with quite the same interest. 
They have lost the connection of their lessons and what. 
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is more, the feeling that they should be in school at all 
times is a little less imperative and its duties rest upon 
them a little more lightly than before. 

He has by degrees become an idler, and the small be- 
ginning was that first half day’s absence from school. 

The remedy in all such cases is to avoid the beginnings 
of evil; it is very much easier to prevent the formation of 
a bad habit than to cure one when formed. 

Consequently we say to you, parents, be sure that your 
children are in school every day that school is in session, 
and on time unless by sickness they are obliged to stay 
at home. ; | 

It was with delay and much reluctance that the school 
board decided to make a change in some of the text 
books. It was the opinion of the board that there were 
books being used in town that were not adapted for coun- 
try schools and it was found that the children were not 
getting from these books what they ought to and the 
teachers were not to blame either, consequently we made 
a change in the readers and geographies. 

It has been our aim to keep the expenses for school 
books as low as possible, yet we think it the height of 
folly to compel the teachers and scholars to use a book | 
that is not adapted to our needs and conditions. 

If you will carefully read the statistical table and 
financial report that follows you will see how we ex- 
_pended the school money 

Your attention is called to a change in the law passed 
in 1901, relative to the raising of money for high school 
tuitions, text books, school supplies and flags and other 
statutory requirements. It is now the duty of the school 
board to make an estimate how much money will be 
needed for the above mentioned requirements for the 
fiscal year, and the only estimate we can make will be 
based upon the amount used last year. ‘The law further 
requires that school boards are to insert this estimate in 
their annual report so that the selectmen may make a 
special assessment for this purpose.
